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Life’s just grand 


Ticket bonanza as Silverstone’s future as home to GP is secured

MORE than £1 million worth of tickets 
were snapped up within 24 hours of an 
announcement to save the British 
Grand Prix. 

Nearly 6,500 tickets were sold on 
Monday after British Racing Drivers’ 
Club President Damon Hill and 
Silverstone Circuit chief executive 
Richard Phillips announced a 17-year- 
deal to host the Formula One race in 
Northamptonshire. 

Mr Phillips said: “We have been over- 
whelmed by the early level of interest for 
tickets for next year’s event - we're very 
fortunate that Silverstone and F1 enjoy 
fantastic support from the fans. 

“With two World Champions, a British 
team and a British Grand Prix secured 
for the long term, there is a lot to be 
optimistic about. 

“We're committed to delivering a fan- 
tastic experience for the fans, offering 
real value for money, with an array of on 
and off-track entertainment. With 
MotoGP and F1 at Silverstone next year, 
we're looking forward to a busy and 
exciting year.” 

The deal, announced in London on 
Monday, will secure the future of the 
event in this country and will run until 
2027, the 40th consecutive British Grand 
Prix at Silverstone. 

1996 World Champion Damon Hill 
said: “This announcement is tremen- 
dous news - it is not easy to enter into an 
agreement of this magnitude. It’s a big

lier and earlier each year - they 
arrive at the beginning of the 
week rather than on Thursday 
night as they used to. 

“Tt means an awful lot to the 
village. 

“I'd say 95 per cent of people 
here enjoy motor racing - they 
wouldn't live here if they didn't. 

“Everybody chips in - people 
offer rooms for bed and break- 
fast, and their driveways to park 
their cars. 

“The square is always full of 
people, and I have to extend the 
size of the pub by around five 
times. 

“T hire more staff, we hire a huge 
marquee and have five bars on 
the go. 

“We have learned how to speed 
pull pints, so you don't have to 
wait for ages at the bar! 

“The MotoGP event will be 
about three weeks before the F1, 
so we are just going to leave 
everything up as it is. 

“Actually, we expect more 
people to come through for the 
MotoGP.” 

Sally Cann, who owns Croft 
Village Store said: “We feel like it 
has never left. 

“The Grand Prix is good for us 
because of all the extra people it 
brings through but also because 
of the atmosphere it brings. 

“We have people queuing out- 
side the shop to buy things. 

“People come back year after 
year, and they even notice that 
the layout of the shop has 
changed. 

“I think people here love being 
part of it, and like the fact that 
they could say ‘Silverstone’ any- 
where in the world and people

will know it it is a very famous vil- 
lage. 

“Tt does mean we have to work 
long into the night and there are a 
lot of long hours but we expect it 
now.” 

Dave Wooding lives in the 
village and works in Towcester. 

Although not a huge formula 
one follower, Dave enjoys the 
party atmosphere that comes to 
town with the event. 

He said: “It means a lot to the 
village. 

“I am not really an F1 fan, but 
there is always a great atmos- 
phere around the place, and 
there is always a party to go to. 

“I think it is important for the 
village and the circuit because so 
much of the year is spent prepar- 
ing for it. 

“Tt can be a pain to get in and 
out of the village, but it is pretty 
well known when the race is 
going to be, so you just take it into 
account when you want to go 
anywhere - it is not that big an 
issue.” 

David Wright, chief executive of 
Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Limited (NEL) believes that more 


than £50 million is brought in to 
the country annually as a result of 
the Grand Prix. 

He said: “We're delighted about 
the recent announcement from 
the FIA that the Formula One 
British Grand Prix will stay at 
Silverstone for the next 17 years. 

“This is not only fantastic news 
for Silverstone but for 
Northamptonshire as well and for 
all those employed in the high 
performance engineering and 
motorsport industry based in the 
county. 

“Northamptonshire is the home 
of British motorsport, of which 
Silverstone plays a vital role. 

“The Northamptonshire circuit 
has successfully hosted the 
British Grand Prix since the first 
event in 1950, bringing £54 mil- 
lion into the British economy 
every year, 94 per cent of which is 
spent within a 60-mile radius of 
Silverstone.

Why academy plan for school must be opposed 


IF the county councillors 
agree to the proposed 
academy at Weston Favell 
then we will know that 
democratic government in 
Northamptonshire is well 
and truly dead.

Even worse, it will not 
have to pay any sponsor 
money to Weston Favell. 

Instead we will hand over 
a £20 million new site to an 
unaccountable body, for 
what? 

The eventual benefits 
from Government to the 
school are said to be up to 
£1.6 million over some 
years, but this is highly 
speculative, given the state 
of the economy, and then

resolved issue of the PFI 
payments. 

Not only that, but the 
more Government funded 
academies we have, the 
less grant the Local 
Authority receives. 

This will reduce the 
money available for servic- 
es to existing schools. 
Privatisation, whether in 
education, local govern- 
ment, health, the post or 
any other public service 
must be opposed. 

It is rarely more efficient, 
it costs the taxpayer mil- 
lions, and it leads to a 
loss of democratic 
accountability. 

I trust the public will call 
its representatives to 
account if they ignore the 
will of the people and vote 
to go ahead with this 
proposal.

IS needed on tax 


SO Council Tax payers should be extremely grateful 
that an increase of only three-and-a-half per cent will 
be added to bills by Northamptonshire County 
Council, for the forthcoming financial year. 

We still however have to wait for the budgets of 


Northampton Borough Council, the Police Authority, 
and local area charges, to add to the cost. (Tightening 
of the belt to keep tax rises lower, H&P December 3). 

This stealth levy requires a complete and urgent 
re-think, considering the tax has almost doubled in 
the 13 years of underfunding by central Government, 
New Labour. It is no wonder local authorities find 
problems with balancing the books, when only a 
third of the adult population pay a contribution. 

Everyone should give towards services, used by all 
residents. It is therefore of no use political parties 
blaming each other for this absolute mess. We hear 
the same wrangling every year about increased 
charges/cuts in services, etc, from the different 
groups, but the real answers are commonsense: 

1 Abolish the tax altogether, transfer it to Income 
Tax, (not a local tax, too bureaucratic!) so that all with 
an income pay a fair amount, as to what is affordable, 
according to their means. How can it be reasonable at 
present for example, that a single pensioner, on a 
very low income, just above the rebate thresholds for 
any reduction, pays the same amount, (less 25 per 
cent) which is shared by up to four working adults, 
living in an identical property? 

2 This radical idea would have a massive saving on 
local council staff costs - no rebate allocations to 
administer, no bills to despatch, no court cases for 
defaulters. 

3 Why should councils be allowed, by law (as also 
with the BBC TV licence fee) to target householders 
only, the easy method for guarantee payments, when 
other dwellers, many with large incomes, pay nothing

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Decision day for plan to turn school into academy 


CABINET members look set to agree to turn Weston 
Favell School into an academy. 

Nearly 400 parents, students and staff voted in the 
county council’s consultation period, with just ten 
responses in favour of changing the school. 

Last week, teachers held a strike in protest of the 
plans. 

The report, which will be presented to cabinet 
today said: ‘Cabinet is asked to agree the issue of a 
Statutory Notice of Closure in order to begin the 
process for closing Weston Favell School. 

‘The closure of the school will be subject to the 
Secretary of State’s agreement to establish an acade- 
my.’ 

Weston Favell is a National Challenge school that 
has, until this year, been performing below the 


Government's floor target of 30 per cent of pupils 
achieving five A*-C GCSE passes including English 
and Maths. 

The report said: ‘The proposal to establish an 
Academy is intended to secure a step change in lev- 
els of pupil achievement. 

‘Results for GCSEs are only one measure used in 
education, but an important one, and GCSE results 
at Weston Favell School have been below the mini- 
mum standard expected for schools for a number of 
years. 

‘This means that many students have not had the 
chance to reach their full potential.’

A PEDESTRIAN crossing on 
Weedon Road has been labelled 
‘an accident waiting to happen’ 
by residents and their borough 
councillor. 

Deputy leader at the borough 
council, Cllr Paul Varnsverry, is 
calling on Northamptonshire 
County Coun-cil to review its 
decision to place a pedestrian 
crossing within yards of a busy 
Sixfields roundabout. 

Cllr Varnsverry said: “A number 
of residents at Upton Grange 
have been in touch with me to 
report near-misses between 
pedestrians and drivers unaware 
that the lights are there. 

“Young mums with baby bug- 
gies use the crossing every day, I 
am not happy with them being in 
harm’s way. 

“The crossing is a convenient 
place for some residents to go to 
Sainsbury’s. But for many others, 
including young mums at Upton 
Grange, it isn't safe. 

“Drivers too are being put in a 
tight spot - often having to stop 
two or three times on their way 
out from Sixfields. 

“I am calling on County Hall to 
get something done as a matter 
or priority.” 

Claire Invernizzi, a 
Northampton mother, said: 
“Mums at the school are really 
concerned about the crossing. 

“Tt is ridiculous that the county 
council expects drivers to fly 
around a blind bend, only to slam 
on the brakes for parents taking 
their kids to and from the shops

Personally, I am really 
disappointed with the council's 
unwillingness to listen to local 
parents, who only want a safe way 
to cross the busy Weedon Road.” 

Chair of Upton Grange 
Neighbourhood Residents’ 
Association, Paul Watts, also 
voiced his concerns, saying: “We 
have been contacted by many 
residents concerned about hav- 
ing such a dangerous crossing so 
near to their homes. 

“For local residents, the crossing 
is their only safe walking route to 
nearby shops. 

“Something needs to be done to 
make it safer. 

“We hope the county council 
listens and acts.” 

A spokeswoman for the county 
council said: “We have listened to 
people’s concerns about this 


pedestrian crossing on a number 
of occasions and have carried out 
site visits so we can assess the sit- 
uation first-hand. 

“A number of measures have 
been introduced including extra 
signage and changes to the traffic 
light sequence and we are looking 
into providing further signage to 
those drivers in the outside lane. 

“However, having watched the 
crossing in use at various times 
throughout the day, it is clear to 
us that a high proportion of peo- 
ple cross the road without actual- 
ly pressing the button, something 
we would not support. 

“Also we need to emphasise to 
pedestrians the need to check 
cars have stopped before crossing 
the road, irrespective of whether 
the lights for the traffic are on 
red.”

ready to vote 


MORE people than ever are 
registered to vote in 
Northampton on the new elec- 
toral register published this 
week. 

For the first time, 154,000 
people appear on the town’s 
register of voters, 4,000 more 
than last year. This means that 
93.3 per cent of properties 
have returned their form to be 
included on the register. 

During October and 
November, Northampton 
Borough Council, which com- 
piles the electoral register for 
the town, canvassed more 
than 93,000 properties to 
encourage people to return 
their form and secure their 
right to vote. 

The details on more than 
88,000 forms have been regis- 
tered, either by telephone, 
email or in the post. 

People who have not 
responded will now receive a 
final letter giving them one 
last option to register their 
details and warning that they 
could face a £1,000 fine if they 
do not do so. 

The full copy of the register is 
available for public viewing at 
the One Stop Shop at the 
Guildhall. Copies of the edited 
version can be viewed at the 
Central Library on Abington 
Street.

‘PERFORMING adequately’ is how 
Northampton Borough Council has 
been rated in its annual assessment 
by the Audit Commission. 

In a report published yesterday the

Tax plans get 
MP’s backing 


A DECISION to scrap childcare 
vouchers has been welcomed by 
MP Sally Keeble. 

The MP for Northampton North 
said that the protection of the tax 
relief on the vouchers would help 
working parents and give women 
more choice about health and 
childcare. 

The Government announced that 
it would drop the plans to scrap 
tax relief on childcare vouchers. 

It would, however, restrict tax 
relief for higher income earners to 
the basic rate. It would continue to 
develop its plans to provide free 
nursery places for two-year-olds. 

Mrs Keeble, who was one of the 
MPs to campaign for the retention 
of the tax relief, said: “I am very 
glad that the Government has 
listened and acted in the interests 
of working families. These 
vouchers are used by many 
parents who need flexible 
childcare. 

“The tax relief can make the 
difference between both parents 
being able to afford to go out to 
work. A study | did in Northampton 
on working families found that 
affordable childcare was one of 
the major needs for working 
mothers.” 

Mrs Keeble took up the campaign 
after parents in St David’s emailed 
her to say that they would lose 
£1,000 a month if they had to 
reduce their working because they 
could not afford childcare. 

They had to pay £500 a month 
childcare and the tax relief made 
the difference in making it 
affordable.

Council calls for 
WNDC to be axed

A MOTION to scrap West 
Northamptonshire Develop- 
ment Corporation was met 
with universal agreement at a 
meeting on Monday night. 

At Northampton Borough 
Council’s meeting at the 
Guildhall, councillors unani- 
mously voted in favour of the 
Conservative motion calling for 
WNDC to be disbanded. 

Conservative councillors 
tabled the motion requesting 
that chief executive David 
Kennedy write to the Secretary 
of State for Communities and 
Local Government demanding 
that WNDC be wound up and 
relevant planning powers be 
returned to local councils. 

The motion read: ‘This council 
believes that planning decisions 
affecting the town should be 
subject to proper democratic 
scrutiny, and should therefore 
be made by elected members of 
this authority.’ 

During its five year history, 
WNDC has come under fire 
from residents and politicians 
for being costly and undemoc- 
ratic. 

Leader of the Borough 
Conservative Group Cllr David 
Palethorpe, pictured, said 
regeneration is the most impor- 
tant issue facing the town, and 
planning decisions affecting 
future generations of residents 
must be made by ‘democratical- 


ly elected councillors who are 
held to account by the residents 
they serve.” 

He added: “I do not believe 
that huge quangos such as 
WNDC, who cost the tax payer 
millions of pounds each year 
and operate outside of demo- 
cratic scrutiny, should be 


allowed to continue to shape 
our town and burden the public 
purse.” 

But Peter Mawson, chief exec- 
utive of WNDC, said that they 
have helped to attract millions 
of pounds worth of investment 
to the area. 

He said: “WNDC has added 
considerable value to West 
Northamptonshire over the last 
four years. 

“We have put in place the 
foundations for delivering sus- 
tainable regeneration and 
growth. We have attracted and 
invested over £60m into the 
area's infrastructure, in projects 
that have improved flood 
defences, improved town cen- 
tres and increased capacity on 
the transport network. 

“This has levered in nearly 
£140m of additional investment 
from the private and public sec- 
tors. 

“We are disappointed that 
some local councillors do not 
appear to be aware of the posi- 
tive impact WNDC has had on 
Northampton but we_ fully 
intend to continue working in 
partnership with the borough 
council to enable the town to 
achieve its considerable poten- 
tial. 

“Only last week the corpora- 
tion agreed funding for propos- 
als from the county council to 
tackle the town’s congestion 
hotspots and from the borough 
council to improve the Market 
Square.” 


Work continues to transform areas in need 


THORPLANDS has been 
recommended as the second 
site estate to be transformed 
as part of a £100 million bid to 
improve homes and neighbour- 
hoods. 

In October 2008, Northamp- 
ton Borough Council submitted 
a first round bid to the 
Government’s Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA) for 
Private Finance Initiative (PFI) 
money to transform Bellinge, 
Blackthorn, Eastfield and 
Thorplands. 

In July this year the HCA 
advised the council that it was 
one of only ten authorities in 
the country to go through to 
the second bidding round and 
was on course to secure 
around £100 million. 

It said that if the council is to 
be successful in securing the 
money, Eastfield and one other 
estate should be the focus of a 
revised second round bid that 
would bring about 
‘transformational change’. 

To help the council decide on

The findings of a 
residents’ survey carried out in 
all four estates in March and 
April this year support the 
recommendations of the 
Estates Review. Out of 1,495 
tenants and residents 
surveyed, 1,208 responded

Residents living in Eastfield 
and Thorplands were the least 
satisfied with where they live. 

Residents and stakeholders 
are being informed of the 
recommendation and 
Northampton Borough Council's 
cabinet meeting on Wednesday, 
December 16 will be asked to 
consider the recommendation 
so that a revised bid can be 
submitted in time to meet the 
HCA’s January deadline. 

Cllr Sally Beardsworth, 
Northampton Borough Council's 


cabinet member for housing, 
said: “Assessing which two 
estates are most likely to 
achieve a successful outcome 
against the HCA’s bid criteria 
has been complex and difficult. 

“Although the data collected 
supports Eastfield and 
Thorplands, this will be a very 
hard decision to make. 
Inevitably there will be some 
disappointment. 

“| understand that, but | don’t 
believe we can walk away from 
this opportunity to transform 
two areas in need. 

“Our priority is to provide 
people with places they are 
happy to live and we should 
endeavour to do all we can to 
achieve this. We mustn't let this 
opportunity pass us by and | 
hope very much that cabinet 
backs the recommendation.” 

If successful, the bid would 
see the biggest single injection 
of cash ever invested in the 
town to support the 
regeneration of local 
neighbourhoods.

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Couples support tor fostering 


THERE is a shortage of foster carers in Northants 
after a rise in the number of children needing 
somewhere to stay in the last year. Reporter 
LAWRENCE JOHN caught up with a couple who 
have been helping the service by providing a 
home for youngsters for nearly 20 years. 


RON Sawbridge and his wife Perdita 
could be the oldest foster careers in 
Northamptonshire. 

The county council urgently needs 
more as the number of children 
needing somewhere to stay has 
increased from 593 to just under 700 
in the past year. 

Both Ron, 76, and Perdita, 71, have 
been giving young people a better life 
as local authority long-term foster 
carers since the early 90s. 

As a result they have a large family, 
including an adopted son and 
daughter. 

Cllr Ron Sawbridge was first elected 
as a county councillor for Brackley 
West in 2001 after serving as chair- 
man of Aynho Parish Council for 
many years. 

He is currently chairman of the 
children and young people scrutiny 
committee, a member of the corpo- 
rate parenting board, vice-chairman 
of governors at Magdalen College 
School, and vice-chairman of the 
Friends of Magdalen College School. 

Cllr Sawbridge is also a member of 
the Rotary Club of Brackley and has a 
keen interest in the education and 
welfare of all children and young 
people and particularly those in the

care of the county council. He said 
they adopted their daughter, now 27, 
who first went to stay with them 
when she was 12. 

He added: “We took on an 11-year- 
old boy from Nottinghamshire and 
we adopted him when he was 14. 

“When he was 16-years-old he 
joined the army foundation in 
Harrogate. 

“He became a corporal and served 
in Iraq, Germany and Northern 
Ireland and is now 24-years-old.” 

The couple married in 1986 and 
decided to take up the challenge as 
they felt it would be a rewarding 
experience. 

He said: “I think the only thing you 
have to be is good with children. 

“T think it is more difficult than peo- 
ple imagine as some of the children 
do come with their own problems. 

“You do not know their past and 
you have to be aware of this. 

“Northamptonshire County Coun- 
cil does a lot of training with you.” 

Cllr Sawbridge felt the main 
requirements are having an experi- 
ence of life and bringing up children, 
and being committed to their educa- 
tion. 


He added: “The children we have

helped have benefited from educa- 
tion. One of the girls we fostered was 
dyslexic but was able to get a 2:1 
degree at university. 

“I am used to having young people 
around and it does help keep you 
young as you get involved in all sorts 
of things like helping with school 
work.

“But there is a shortage of foster 
carers. Matching is important as the 
worst thing is so many children get 
moved around too much. 

“Every child is an individual and 
they need to be matched with foster 
parents. I think having your own chil- 
dren is a big advantage as it gets you 
fully involved.” 


At a recent county council meeting, 
Cllr Sawbridge made a plea to ask 
other councillors to follow his lead 
due to the shortage of careers.

A YOUTH club, a korfball team 
and a gym for people with drug 
and alcohol problems are 
among groups to be awarded 
with Stronger Communities 
grants. 

A total of five community 
groups will receive grants from 
West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) this month.

Vince Carroll from the Bridge 
Substance Misuse Programme 
said: “This grant goes a long way 
towards helping us equip our 
new gym. It will help provide a 
facility that people with a variety 
of issues can use and benefit 
from as part of their recovery.” 

The county’s first ever korfball 
club, a mixed gender team ball 
game which resembles a mix of 


netball and basketball, is set to 
be launched thanks to one grant 
of just over £2,714. 

The Northampton Banshees 
Korfball Club, who are based at 
Moulton Sports Complex, will 
use their grant to pay for equip- 
ment, sports hall hire, coaching 
and publicity materials. 

James Sloane, from the club, 
said: “Because we are the first 
Korfball club in the county we 
have had to set up everything 
from scratch for training and 
coaching. 

“We are really hoping for the 
same success that Milton 
Keynes have had. Currently 
there are many players travelling 
from Northamptonshire to 
Milton Keynes. 

“This club will keep these play- 
ers local, grow the team, grow 
the sport and get a lot of people 
together having fun and keeping 
fit.” 

The Sikh Community Centre 
and Youth Club has been award- 
ed £7,600. The grant will pay for 
all kinds of equipment, includ- 
ing arts and crafts, indoor equip- 
ment such as a giant chess 
board, darts and bowling set, a 
DVD player, TV, Wii fit console 
and sofas. 


Pindy Chahal, from the group, 
said: “This funding will be used 
to buy equipment and resources 
which will greatly improve our 
very important youth and kids 
clubs. 

“Feedback from young people 
and parents had shown that the 
clubs simply did not have 
enough facilities to keep the 
young people occupied.” 

Among the other recipients 
was the Old Village Hall Charity 
in Walgrave for their first ever 
film club, and ChessPoint 
Services to train future chess 
champions. 

Peter Mawson, chief executive 
of WNDC, said: “WNDC is deliv- 
ering new places for people to 
live, work and spend leisure time 
across Northampton, Daventry 
and Towcester. 

“But this is about more than 
just bricks and mortar; it’s about 
creating new opportunities for 
local people to lead fulfilling 
lives. 

“These voluntary groups are 
the glue that hold our communi- 
ties together. 

“We are thrilled to be funding 
their activity and will be sup- 
porting many groups like them 
in future.”

A REJUVENATED Market Square is 
proving popular among visitors 
according to new figures released 
by the borough council.

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Musician puts dark days 
behind him to help others 


The James Taylor Quartet are set to play a 
fundraising gig for CAN. LAWRENCE JOHN 
caught up with the man behind the music. 


THE funk-meister general of the Hammond 
organ, aka James Taylor, has returned to what 
he sees as a more pure form of music. 

Taylor has travelled a dark road which saw 
him reach a place which, in his words, left him 
terrified and psychotic. 

The glamour and clamour of the music world 
extorted a terrible price on Taylor who was 
hooked on the twin horned vices of drugs and 
alcohol. 

It is a recovery process which is ongoing but it 
is one which, thanks to him becoming a psy- 
chotherapist, has allowed him to help others in 
a similar situation. 

Speaking about what it was like when he went 
off the rails, James said: “When I was 34-years- 
old I was going pretty nuts as the booze and 
drugs were not doing anything and things were

getting worse. For me it was terrifying and I 
was pretty psychotic. 

“I was breaking down and when I picked up 
the phone to get help it was answered and I 
was very glad I did that to find a way out of this 
mess. 

“It was hugely important to know someone 
was there. That recovery is ongoing and the fact 
someone was there for me was huge. 

“The turning point for me was when I asked 
for help. Everyone has got their own journey to 
walk down and it never ceases to amaze me 
how human beings can heal and recover.” 

Part of his life changing experience was the 
fact he became a psychotherapist helping peo- 
ple who are homeless or suffer from mental 
health issues or those caused by drugs or alco- 
hol. Working with these people he said was a

very rewarding experience and having been 
the other side of the fence gave him greater 
insight when helping clients. 

He said: “Homelessness is a state of mind but 
money is part of the issue. They need help to 
take care of themselves and exist in their own 
skin. 

“The first half a dozen sessions can be hairy. 

“But later you think ‘Is this the same person I 
saw before?’, especially when they walk in the 
room looking so well and have a new life. 

“I like this space between people and you 
want to try to transform this space. 

“What happens is that people come together 
and try to stop this isolation. This process for 
me is awe-inspiring. As a jazz musician I was 
used to seeing the world and having it all. 

“I find it awe-inspiring to be able to work with 
people in this way. But it is part of who I am. 

“People come together to listen to music and 
that can be very spiritual. As a musician and 
psychotherapist it is all about taking raw mate- 
rial and transforming them into something 
new.” 

The James Taylor Quartet burst onto the 
scene in 1985 with their first single Blow Up, 
which was followed by the group’s album 
Mission: Impossible which was 
full of sixties film covers. 

The group were a favourite of 
the late John Peel and the JTQ 
and James Taylor (Hammond) 
have an impressive track 
record, working with such 
names as U2, Manic Street 
Preachers, Pogues, Tom Jones

Anderson. James also provided soundtrack for 
the second Austin Powers movie. 

Speaking about their gig in Northampton 
James said: “I have been going to Northampton 
for at least 15 years. If it is Northampton it must 
be Christmas. For me it has become part of the 
calendar. It helps raise awareness for CAN and 
they hopefully are able to raise a few thousand 
pounds. 

“Tt is fun and something really good to do and 
I will continue to go there as long as the audi- 
ence wants to hear the music.”

Nesbitt (7(5)-99-2) was at times able to 
frustrate his opponent by holding on and also 
landed some telling punches of his own as 
Spence came forward. 

But the 25-year-old from Northampton had 
plenty to give as well, backing Nesbitt into a 
corner and unloading the left-right 
combinations to his head and body on several 
occasions during the fight. 

“He was just tucked in all the time so he was 
difficult to hit,” said Spence. “I never go in 
there looking for the knock out but that’s just 
how | fight. 

“| could see what he was doing. Because he 
was tucked in tight | wanted to land plenty, 
but at the same time | didn’t want to get too 
tired so he could come back. He was being 
quite crafty really.

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Wilson warns It’ 
going to be tough

ROGER Wilson is expecting a physical battle 
up front when Treviso visit Franklin’s Gardens 
on Saturday for the latest round of Heineken 
Cup matches. 

The Saints face back-to-back games against 
the Italian champions, with the home leg this 
weekend before heading out to Veneto on 
December 19. 

And from his previous experience of playing 
against sides from Italy, Wilson knows that they 
can take nothing for granted against the team 
regarded as the weakest in Pool One. 

“Italian teams are hard to break down,” said 
the Irish number eight. “They play well as a 
team, they might not be one of the flair teams 
but they play hard for each other and are hard 
to break down. 

“I think you've got to be patient. When 
Munster played them it took them 50-60 
minutes and eventually they ran away with a 
bonus point. 

“Obviously they beat Perpignan at home as 
well so they'll be no pushovers. They've got a 
lot of Italian internationals in their team so we 
wont be taking them lightly.” 

Wilson admitted that Northampton had not 
been at their best in their final Guinness 
Premiership game before Christmas on 
Saturday, where they snatched a 15-13 win 
over Bath in the dying seconds of the match. 

He has warned they will need to be on top 
form against Treviso if they are to keep their 
Heineken Cup dreams alive, having tasted 
defeat away to Perpignan in the last round of 
matches. 

The 28-year-old said: “I think it will act as a 
bit of a wake-up call for us. We did target three 
wins in the last three Premiership games and 
we've achieved our goal, albeit not performing 
to our best at times.

“Now we can look forward to the two games 
in Europe, and move on from there. 


“We'll probably need to get quite a few points 


from these games if we want to seriously think 
about going through to the next stages.” 
But while Northampton may be expected to 


romp to victory over the 14-time champions of 


Italy, Wilson has cautioned against trying to 
run up the score in search of a bonus point 
from the opening whistle. 

“It’s hard to talk about bonus points, it’s a 
dangerous thing to do because then you just 


start throwing the ball around from the kick off 


and it doesn't work like that,” he said. 

“You've got to be patient and it might not 
come until the last 20 minutes. You've got to 
concentrate on getting a win first and then see 
how it goes during the game.” 


With Pool One's top two sides, Munster and 
Perpignan, both playing each other over the 
next two weekends as well, rounds three and 
four could well go a long way to deciding who 
will progress to the knock-out stages. 

Currently it is Irish giants Munster that lead 
the way on points difference from the French 
champions. Saints also have the edge over 
Treviso in terms of points difference and sit 
just one point outside the top two. 

Northampton are hopeful that Bruce Reihana 
will be available after missing the last two 
league matches through injury. 

However, Brian Mujati has boosted the depth 
of the front row after returning from his ban at 
the weekend.
